Editor, The News: 
Should universal compulsory m ili­ 
tary training in tim es of peace be­ 
come the law of the land, it would 
necessitate changes in our form of 
goverfjm ent 
T here 
could 
be no 
such flung as a soldier's republic, or 
a soldiers democracy. 
It 
would 
sound ridiculous for anyone to say 
th a t we m ust set up a to talitarian 
form of governm ent of our own lo 
protect a democracy of our own. 
A 
democracy can 
exist 
only where 
dem ocratic processes are used 
T otalitar.au form s of governm ent 
hold then power 
only 
by use of 
m ilitary force, and not by the will 
of the people 
By universal com ­ 
pulsory m ilitary service, requiring 
every person to spend several year.' 
of his life In arm ed cam ps, a gov­ 
ernm ent is given power over every 
individual to regulate his conduct 
and liberty th a t would be a danger 
in a democracy. The word m ilitary 
pertains only to arm s, soldiers, and 
war. and for our 
governm ent 
to 
stress these ideas on the m inds of 
its citizens by compulsion, lr, con­ 
trary to lessons that are taught in 
past history 
M ilitary law is held sufficient to 
justify d a m a g e to or destruction of 
rights conceded to exist in tim es
